MARCH  TRIP  TO  TILDEN  PARK 

Saturday,  March  29th,  was  a chilly,  cloudy  day  with  a few  sprinkles 
resulting  in  an  attendance  of  only  17.  At  the  meeting  place.  Summit  Reser- 
voir, birds  were  scarce;  they  were  more  in  evidence  down  around  Jewel  Lake, 
including  numerous  singing  Orange-crowned  and  Wilson’s  Warblers,  and  a 
flock  of  Band-tailed  Pigeons.  One  male  Rufous  hummingbird  was  the  only 
other  migrant  observed.  The  following  38  species  were  observed:  Pied-billed 
Grebe,  Mallard,  Ruddy  Duck,  Red-tailed  Hawk,  California  Quail,  American 
Coot,  Mourning  Dove,  Rufous  Hummingbird,  Allen’s  Hummingbird,  Red- 
shafted  Flicker,  Downy  Woodpecker,  Black  Phoebe,  Steller’s  Jay,  Scnab  Jay, 
Chestnut-backed  Chickadee,  Plain  Titmouse,  Common  Bushtit,  Red-breasted 
Nuthatch,  Brown  Creeper,  Wrentit,  Bewick’s  Wren,  Ruby-crowned  Kinglet, 
Cedar  Waxwing,  Hutton’s  Vireo,  Orange-crowned  Warbler,  Audubon’s  War- 
bler, Wilson’s  Warbler,  Cassin’s  Finch,  House  Finch,  Pine  Siskin,  American 
Goldfinch,  Rufous-sided  Towhee,  Brown  Towhee,  Oregon  Junco,  White- 
crowned  Sparrow,  Golden-crowned  Sparrow,  Song  Sparrow.

Since  that 
time,  Robert  G.  Adams,  Jr.,  of  Oakland,  a student  at  Susanville  Junior  College, 
has  been  looking  for  the  magpies  and  has  just  reported  that  he  saw  both 
species  in  the  same  region  on  October  1,  1957.  The  location  was  in  Honey 
Lake  Valley  on  Highway  395,  near  Milford.

On  Sunday,  May  4,  to  Tomales  Bay  State  Park  for  OWLING  and  BIRD- 
ING  BY  EAR.  Alan  Craig  and  other  members,  wdio  will  assist,  have  made  a 
continuous  study  of  this  area  so  this  trip  promises  to  be  instructive  and  unusual. 
Those  interested  in  OWLING  meet  at  Inverness  at  4 a.m.  Others  interested 
in  BIRDING  BY  EAR  meet  at  entrance  to  Tomales  State  Park  at  7 a.m. 
Several  experts  will  be  on  hand  to  assist  in  identifying  bird  calls  and  songs.
